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The old Sociology hut next to the Structural Engineering Laboratory has, in a way, been 


given a new lease on life. Students in the Department of Art and Design have used materials from 
the demolished hut to create a geodesic dome for Trash City, an Opportunities for Youth project. 


PROGRAM PIONEERED ON CAMPUS 
HAS HAD NATIONAL INFLUENCE 


Eleven years ago the Dean of Medicine went 
to the President cf the University and proposed 
something that had long been ignored by 
medical researchers. What WALTER C. MACKENZIE 
wanted and WALTER JONES actively supported 
was, in essence, that the University hire an 
expert to oversee the care and treatment of 
all animals being used by staff in research 
projects. 

To direct the Medical Vivarium (now called 
the Health Sciences Animal Centre) they 
appointed DAVID C. SECORD, who holds Doctor 
of Veterinary Medicine and Master of 
Veterinary Science degrees from the University 
of Toronto. That was in 1961, the year The 
University of Alberta became the first 
university in Canada to institute such a 
program. Since then, the University’s system 
has served as a model for other institutions 
across Canada, and last week it was detailed 
by Dr. Secord before a review board of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
which is presently reviewing and revising U.S. 
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regulations concerning animals used for 
scientific research. 

Dr. Secord, who is also an Associate 
Professor of Surgery here, was invited to 
testify on behalf of the Animal Welfare 
Institute, an international organization which 
has long been active in ensuring the humane 
treatment of research animals. In his speech to 
the review board, he argued in favor of 
mandatory daily exercise for caged dogs, a 
provision that does not exist in present U.S. 
legislation. He pointed out that confining a dog 
to a cage, without exercise, is “contrary to 
everything I believe as a humanitarian, contrary 
to all my training as a veterinarian, and in 
direct opposition to the fundamentals of basic 
research of a research scientist.” 

In Alberta, dogs may be bred specifically 
for research or obtained only from the dog 
pound, after allowing owners a reasonable 
length of time to claim them. Provincial 
legislation stipulates the type of care and use 
of all research animals, including mandatory 
daily exercise for all caged dogs; it also provides 
for periodic, unannounced inspection of 
animal facilities by government officials.
